CWA, and United and AFA-CWA will c(»itinue to meet and confer r^arding t!» Defined 
Benefit Plan. If the parties have not reached agreement on the Defined Benefit Plan by April 11, 
2005, United will r^le its Section 1 1 13(c) nntion (and accompanying memoranda) on that date, 
the parties thereafter may resume reasonable discovery on (i) unfinlsheed discovery pending as of 
the date hereof aiul on (11) additional infiurnation submitted by United in support of its motion 
and by the AFA in opposition to the n^oo, and the parties will proceed with a hearing (no 
earlier than May II) on the moticm as though the rm^rai had remained priding and had not be^ 
withdrawn. The parties shall negotiate a trial and discoveiy scheduling order fcs^ the contimied 
hearing and present aich c»der to the Court at the January omnibus hearing.
